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I. INTRODUCTION 


The present work is a bibliography of East African 
languages and linguistics (excluding Somali and Swahili), 
covering works first Published during the Period 1880-1980 
which are available in the library of the University of 
Illinois at Urbana-Champaign. I chose this time limitation, 
because works dating before 1880 are rare and often not of 
much linguistic value. After 1980, the Opposite is true: 
there is much current work of value in the field of African 
Linguistics, and it is easy to keep abreast of it by 
consulting the continuing bibliographies and journals listed 


in the Continuing Sources section of this work. I have 


bibliography, because so much literature is available for them 
that they each would deserve a separate bibliography. 

The works Covered in this bibliography then, are books, 
articles, monographs and dissertations containing linguistic 
data and/or analyses of all the languages of Kenya, Uganda and 
Tanzania, except Somali and Swahili. Most of the works are in 
the form of grammars and lexicons (broadly defined) and texts, 
but I have also included some works on the history and 
classification of the languages, especially in the General 
Sources and Reference Works Section. Finally, Since I wanted 
to be able to judge the contents of each of the works for 
myself, I have only listed those written in languages I read, 


namely French, German and English. 


My sources in compiling this bibliography were the works

catalog system of the University of Illinois library to 
research whether the references I gathered from the other 
bibliographies were available at the University of Illinois 
library. I then verified all the references cited in this 
paper by examining them personally. Those few items which 
were listed as lost or missing from the shelf by the catalog 
system I could not, of course, examine, though where possible 3

entry is annotated only if: 


1- the title does not clearly indicate the language(s) 
covered, or some other aspect of the contents; 
2- the work has some special value for the linguist,
